Germans Gain Foothold In Adv anc ed 


Frenc h Trenc hes on Eas tern Slope 


of Hill 3 2 1— Mus c ov ite Armies Now 


Threaten Teutons on Buk owina. 


London, June 14.—Lemberg, cap ital 
of Galicia, is threatened from three 
sides by the Russian armies under 
General Hrusiloff, whose smashing ad­ 
v ance in Voly hnia, Galicia, and the 
Bukowina continued without substan­ 
tial check during the last twenty -four 
hours, desp ite the German aid rushed 
from the north. 
Field Marshal v on 
Hindenburg's 
ap p arent 
hauling out 
for a general offensiv e on the Riga- 
Dwinsk front has thus far failed to 
ex ert any influence up on the Russian 
driv e in the south. 
Czernowitz, cap ital of the Buko­ 
wina, is being masked by the ex treme 
left wing of the Muscov ite armies and 
its fall is only a matter of hours. Rus­ 
sian 
cav alry 
already is in Sniaty , 
twenty miles northwest of Czernowitz, 
according 
to 
official 
admission 
by 
Vienna. 
The Austrian war office also 
rep orts the p resence of Cossacks in 
Sadagora only three miles northeast 
of Czernowitz. 
The whole of southern Volhy nia has 
been ov errun by the Russians, who 
are now forty -two miles west of the 
p oint whence their offensiv e in that 
p rov ince began. 
They hav e cap tured 
the city of Tortchin, twenty -two miles 
northwest of Lutzk. Another force, to 
the south, has crossed the Galician 
border and is attacking the Teutons 
at Sokul, which lies only forty -eight 
miles north of Lemberg. 
Vienna as­ 
serts the Russian attacks here were 
rep ulsed. 
In northwestern Volhy nia, General 
Brusiloff’s troop s hav e swep t bey ond 
Rojitche, which they took a few day s 
ago, and are in the immediate v icinity 
of the riv er Stokhod. an adv ance of 
about six teen miles. 
From the p oint 
where the Rov no-Kov ol railway cross­ 
es this riv er, it is less than twenty 
six miles from Kov ol. 
The Austro- 
Hungarian lines here ap p ear to be un­ 
ex p ectedly weak and the Russian ad­ 
v ance to the northwest seems irre­ 
sistible. 
If the Russians take Kov ol they will 
be in comp lete control of the entire 
railway sy stem

right wing of the Austro-Hungarian 
front. 
By their rap id westward adv ance in

treat further and further toward the 
Carp athians. 
If the driv e in Volhy ­ 
nia continues, and Kov ol is taken, the

the north. 
The German attacks against the 
Thiaumont farm sector, which con­ 
tinued throughout the day without 
success, were continued during the 
night. 
The attacking troop s finally 
gained a foothold in adv anced French 
trenches on the eastern slop es of 
Hill 321, west of the farm. 
On the 
rest of this sector the forces of the 
crown p rince were rep ulsed.

headed by Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, 
was the most spectacular event of the 
suffrage campaign before the con­ 
vention.

posedly somewhat unfriendly nation­ 
al convention out of countenance and 
into meek receptivity.

James K. Polk, at first mentioned 
only modestly as a vice-presidential 
candidate, in the Democratic conven­ 
tion of 1844, furnished the first dark 
horse nominee to history-

deadlocked between Van Buren and

In bis trea tm ent o f the issu e o f pre 
pa redness Mr. Gly nn a sserts tha t the 
g enius o f this co untry is fo r peace. 
“ We ha v e lnii:t o ur g rea tness o n the 
reso urces o f nature and the peaceful 
to il o f o ur peo ple. 
The ring o f the 
a nv il, no t the ra ttle o f the sa ber; the 
so ng o f the reaper, no t the shriek o f 
the so ldier: the cla tter o f the shuttle, 
no t the cra ck o f the rifle, ha v e wo n us 
the pla ce w e o ccupy in the co uncils o f 
the wo rld. 
“ Like the o ld Mo hawk chief who 
lo v ed peace, w e wo uld like to thro w 
the to m a ha wk o f war so hig h in the 
sky tha t no m a n’s hand co uld ev er 
pull it do wn. 
But when so m e o ther
